




Much Damage Done in Coun- 
ty Mostly Confined to the 
Southwestern Part

Windmills and Silos arc Blown Down, 

Trees Uprooted, Barns and Stacks 

Overturned and Havoc Wrought 



■ While the mercury plunged down 58 
degrees inside of a very few hours, the 
biggest change ever reported in this 
part of the country in such a short space 
of time, Lake County Saturday night 
and Sunday was held in the icy grip of 
one of .the most disasterous blizzards 
in the County's history. In some ways 
however, Lake County is more fortu- 
nate than other counties in this part of 
the state as the violence of the storm 
was not as great in Lake as in somt 
other places. 

Trees were blown down, telegraph 
and 'telephone wires were put out of 
commission and in some instances sheds 
and barns were razed. 

A peculiar feature of the storm was 
the tearing of the top oit of a buggy. 
Albert Dyer, a farmer, was driving 
along the road near Kockefeller when 
the Htorm struck him. The force of the 
wind tore the top from his buggy and 
carried it marfy rods through the air. 
The rig was overturned and yet Mr. 
Dy«r escaped without even a Bcratch, 

At the William Zernon farm also near 
Rockefeller, the wind tore the roof off 
the barn a structure seventy-five feet 
long and carried it over into a field 
where it fell to the ground demolished. 
■ On.a farm near Libertyvillc the wind 
flicked up an unloaded hayrack and fired 
it8traight;through the tool house carry- 
ing the latter away with it. The smal- 
ler sheds and barns were toppled over 
•while the biggest'barn on the place was 
untouched. 

At another place fifteen louds of corn 
' stalks were blown all over the farm and 
two small sheds were demolished. An- 
other farmer lost two stacks of hay 
w which were picked up and scattered 
for miles oyer adjoining farms. Many 
' silos and windmills were blown down 
and many large trees were uprooted. 
In spite of the fact that so much dam- 
age was done, no lives were lost and as 
^near as can ^e ascertained no one was 
even injured. The fury of* the storm 
lasted but a few momenta between the 
hours of five and six o'clock, but a I 
strong wind continued for several hours. 
Gne noticeable feature was the way 
the storm varied at the different places. 
The list of damages was confined to the 
Bouthweatern part of the county. 

Antioch and vicinity was very for- 
tunate in so far as damage was concern- 
ed, none as yet having been reported, 
although a heavy rainstorm beginning 
with hail, accompanied by high wind 
and a sudden drop in temperature 
swept over. 



Farmers in the northern and western 
parts'of , Kenosha county have suffered 
heavy losses during the week just 
past on account of the ravages'of hog 
cholera and the disease seems to be 
spreading with unusual rapidity until it 
is now feared that the epidemic will be- 
come general among hogs in the coun- 
ty. .The state veterinarians and vet- 
erinary surgeons in various parts of 
this arid surrounding counties have 
been c^U^iapon to atop the spread of 
the disease, but apparently with little 
success. 'On some of the farms hogs 
have been inoculated and sent from 
their pens into the woods^with a view 
of saving them from th'e plague. It is 
claimed that already more, than a hun- 
dred hogs have died in Kenosha county 
while the number of deaths in Racine 
county has been largely in excess of 
this number. It seems that the disease 
was brought from Racine county. The 
attack of the cholera came with such 
suddenness that the farmers were tak- 
en off their guard and before they knew 
of the existence of the disease whole 
droves had been affected. 

The fact that the disease spread 
among hogs just at the time they were 
being prepared for marijet makes the 
scourge a particular bad one. 

The attack came so suddenly that 
the farmers were unable to account for 
the hogs dropping ofC by the score and 
others being stricken. They summon- 
ed veterinary surgeons who attempted 
to save the stricken animals and atop 
the spread of the disease. The state 
veterinarian and his assistants were 
called in and they worked with the 
local veterinarian, but without success. 
Fancy breed of hoge each weighing 200 
to 350 pounds died in their tracks and 
the owners saw small fortunes disap- 
pearing. The average price of hogs in 
the market to day is SG.35 per 100 
pounds and with the death of each hog 
the farmer or owner lost about $15.00 

At the Racine county insane asylum 
Supt, Henry Lewis had 100 of the 
choicest hogs, the majority of which 
he intended sending to market. Nearly 
all of these were stricken and died.

■Tuesday the North Shore Electric 
company, which furnishes light and 
power throughout this county, passes 
out of existence and is supplanted by 
the Northern Illinois Public Service 
corporation, ofwhich Samuel Insull, 
head of the Commonwealth Edison 
company, the merged elevated railroads 
of Chicago and other utilities as well, 
is to be president. 

The entire property of the North 
Shore Electrh: company inth'e counties of 
Lake. Cook, DuPage, Kane, McHenry 
and Will are all sold to the Public Ser- 
vice Corporation of Northern Illinois 
for the sum of %\ and "other good and 
valuable consideration," according to 
the statement in the deed which was 
filed with the county recorder. 

What effect this new move . on the 
part of the electrical company of north- 
ern Illinois will have is a matter of 
conjecture. As far as is known now 
there will be no changes in the office 
frice of this division, and it is expected 
that John S. Ree^man will continue in 
the capacity of superintendent.

Jet Turned on Just n Trifle Which 
Caused Woman's Dcalh 

Mrs. Altlia B. Sherman of Waukegan, 
was found dead irt bed Sunday, the cause 
being accidental asphyxiation, a ver- 
dict to this eitect having been returned. 
Miss Cora White, a school teacher 
who roomed at the Sherman home, left 
the place at 7 o'clock Saturday and re- 
turned at 10 o'clock Sunday. She 
found the residence cold and went from 
room to room, hearing no one about, : 
Finally looking through theopen door- 
way of Mrs. Sherman's room she saw 
the victim lying on the bed dead. Dr. 
F. C. Knight was called but Mrs. Sher- 
man had been dead for sometime. 

When the physician and others ex- 
amined the room, detecting the odor of 
gas, they found a gas jet turned on 
just a shade, almost too small a space 
to be detected, but listening, could hear 
the whistle of the illuminant. A slight 
turn and the jet was closed off. 

There are twotheones, one that Mrs. 
Sherman thought that she had turned 
the gas completely off, when as a mat- 
ter offset she had not, that the jet 
leaked a bit or that the crash of the 
cyclone Satarday night caused the jet 
to loosen and the gas to escape. One 
son George survives the victim, who 
was related to the Biddlecoma and Bas- 
setts of Waukegan. Tho late Mrs. 
Sherman was well known and highly 
respected and her death casts a gloom 
over a wide circle.

The government has gone into 
business of furnishing "tips." 

The United States geological survey 
has issued a statement headed "Geolog- 
ical Survey Gives Oil Tips." The state- 
ment added that the purpose of this 
tip to oil men and land owners is "to 
divert random wild cutting from un- 
promising territory to exploration in 
areas whose rock structure and other 
geographical factors hold out greater 
promise for the occurrence of oil pools." 
"Discovery of the Carlye, 111., oil 
field last spring and the excitement at- 
tending it has aroused interest in oil 
and gas prospecting throughout ^e 
southwestern part of the state. An 
oil boom can be compared only to a 
gold rush. Many seasoned oil opera- 
tors paid fabulous prices— ten, twenty 
and even thirty thirty thousand dollars 
each for leases on farms which were 
found to have no oil under them. 

Much money is even yet being spent 
in random drilling or wild catting far 
away from the producing territory, 
but most of such wells are unproduc- 
tive and the money spent in getting 
the leases and in sinking the wells is 
lost.

Tho crown Is of Iron overlaid with 
gilt Its slgnlflcanco was auppoacd to 
lay In tho facfihat tho weight 
royalty could never be lightened 
Its splendid exterior. The Iron of 
Inner portion was traditionally held 
to be one of the long nails used at tha 
crucifixion. ^ 

For ." long time the crown was la 
the keeping of the famous monastery 
at Monza, In 774 It was brought 
forth to bo placed upon the head ot 
Charlemagne as "King of tho Lom- 
bards," and on later occasions tl fig- 
ured in the triumphs of Frederic IV 
and Charlos V Finally In the pres- 
ence of all the represenutlvea ot 
state, the foreign envoys and princes 
and ofllcers. Napoleon Bonaparte 
eranly united it to the crown 
France. 

.The crown belongs to the state, and 
iho custodian of It Is the legitimate 
representative of the basilica of Mon- 
ta. The title of "grand custodian," 
however, pertains to the bead of the 
order of CavaUora.— Harper's Weekly.

Lying on a slab at the Conrad & 
Hart undertaking rooms is the body of 
a bright faced) five year old child who 
met a tragic death Friday afternoon at 
4:30 p. m., when he was rushed before 
his "Maker" by being accidently shot 
through his heart by a five year old 
companion. 

The little boys name is Tony Go- 
niecy. His father and mother live at 
the corner of Fourteenth street and 
Somber avenue, North Chicago. Who 
killed the child is a mystery that may 
go to the grave with the child. 

Mary Sembor, a neighbor, tells the 
most plausible account of the killing of 
the boy. Her story as told to the cor- 
oner's jury reads as follows; 

**I was standing in the rear door of 
my home when I heard a shot. The shot 
was followed instantly by the screams 
of three little children. I rushed to the 
front of the Goniecy residence and 
found three small children standing 
about the corps of Tony Goniecy. The 
dead boy's mother appeared on- the 
scene at this time. Panic stricken she 
grabbed the corpse of her boy to her 
breast and shouted, 'He's been shotl' 
I examined the child and found that 
his breast had been opened in the vic- 
inity of his heart by the charge from- 
the gun. We endeavored to find out, 
how .little Tony had met his death. 
Thus far we have been unsuccessful. 
I picked her up when Mrs. Goniecy had 
carried her dead boy into the house, t 
examined my child who was screaming 
at the top of her lungs, and found that 
she was suffering from a shot wound in 
her right hand. Three small shots had 
penetrated the skin on the palm of the 
right hand. I asked her who had the 
gun in hand when it exploded and she 
said one of the Goniency children^ had 
been playing with the gun. I under- 
stand that each of the three children 
present blames the other. 

"1 do not believe the children know , 
who had the gun in hand when it ex- 
ploded. The gun is a crude affair, and 
I understand it was left in the hallway 
of the Goniecny residence by one of 
their boarders.*' 

Upon investigation Coroner Taylor,; 
of Libertyville learned that the giin 
belonged to Tony Gonick, a boarder. 
He had left the gun in the hallway upon 
his return from a hunting expedition, 

A subpoena was issued for Gonick, 
but it was later learned that he had dis- 
appeared shortly after the accident. 
Coroner Taylor says he believea 
that the Goniecny child met hia 
death through the carelessness of the 
boarder who left the loaded gun in the 
hallway, The man has made his living 
during his three year stay in North 
Chicago by stuffing birds which he shot. 
John Goniecny, the father of the 
dead boy, did not know of che tragic 
death of his son until he returned from 
his day's labor at the American Steel & 
Wire company plant.

He Is ft blonde, five feet five Inches 
'in height and weighs 154 pounds. His 
ihend Is unusually largo, especially In 
hreadth. His eyes are myopic and un- 
steady. He stands stooplngly with his 
i^Tinklod forehead upturned. 

He speaks somewhat slowly, with a 
distraught air, as though he were 
thinking of something, else, even 
though he may be at the time Interest- 
ed aud keenly observant. He speaks 
English and German readily and 
reads Latin and Italian. He Is fond of 
music, especially Wagner.

"been characteristic of him fro* 
youth, many stories are told, says the 
'Independent. Like most mathemati- 
cians, he Is fond of walking while 
thinking, his fingers opening and clos- 
ing In an unconscious gesture. One 
<iay on his return from a walk ho 
was surprised to find that he was 
carrying a wicker cage, new and hap- 
pily empty. He could not Imagine how 
he got it, but retracing his steps he 
found upon the sidewalk the stock of 
the bosket maker whom he had inno- 
cently despoiled.

WAR MINISTER AT ROME TELLS 
IN CABLE OF ATROCITIES. 



Elghty-Mlte Precipice, 
Capt. C. G. Rawllng, a member of 
the British expedition that recently 
explored Dutch New Guinea, describes 
fwhat may be the greatest unbroken 
precipice In the world. It runs, he 
says, for a distance of eighty mllea 
from Mount Carstenz westward to the 
Charles Louis mountains. Its greatest 
sheer height Is at Mount Leonard. 
Darwin. i 

The explorers wore never In a posi- 
tion to measure with the theodolite 
a sheer height of this immense preci- 
pice exceeding 6,500 feet, but from 
many views obtained of it while he 
was climbing Captain Rawllng has no 
hesitatlqn In stating that the greatest 
perpendicular height is not less than 
10,500 feet or almost exactly two 
miles. — Youth's Companion. 



Rough Sea Without Storm. 

Word was brought to the city that 
the bar at the entrance to Gray's 
harbor Is the roughest It has been In 
a quarter of a century, though there 
has been no storm on the coast. The 
captain of one of the seagoing tugs 
of this port said that tho sea on the 
bar was so rough he would not at- 
tempt to take his tug out under any 
conditions. 

Reports from the beach resorts are 
that tho seas hav'e been rolling In on 
tho beach equal to a severe storm. 
Seafaring men say there has evident- 
ly been an earthquake at sea. — Ho- 
qulm correspondence Portland Ore- 
gonian. 



Bees and tho Weather. 

According to tho bee farmers, 
France Is threatened with a very se- 
vere winter. For some time the 
farmers have noticed a considerable 
agitation proceeding within the hives. 
The Insects are busily engaged In for- 
tifying their dwellings with a supple- 
mentary wall of wax. 

It Is said that prevision of these In- 
telligent Insects never falls, and when 
they take such precautions an they 
arc now doing It may be taken as ax- 
iomatic that a severe winter will fol- 
low.

Janesvllle, Wis.— A cyclone swept a 
path through Rock county a quarter 
of a mile In width and twenty mllea 
In length, killing eight persons. Injur- 
ing many more and doing damage to 
the extent of $1,000,000. 
The dead: 

Schmidt family, Hanover, comprised 
of father and two daughters. 

Crowder, Mrs. John, aged eighty, 
OrfordvUle; burled In the ruins of her 
house. 

Proode, Mrs. Helen, OrfordvUle; a 
bride of six weeks; died trylng^to flee 
from her falling home. . 

Lentz, Fred, carpenter, OrfordsvlUo; 
blown from tho roof of a house against 
a huge tree which fell and crushed 
him to death. 

Kerhan, Amy, eight yeara old, Or- 
fordvUle. 

Austin, Helen, aged Ave years, Mil- 
ton. \ 

The storm hroke suddenly and with 
Intense fury. Farmers and villagers 
were caught entirely unprepared. A 
high wind and worm temi>erature had 
prevailed during the day. Although 
tho weather had been the subject of 
much comment, none was prepared 
for a tornado. 

Tho Btorm passed quickly and loft 
tho country demoralized. The roads 
were almost Impassable, but messen- 
gers were pressed Into service, and 
they made tholr way to JanesvUIo 
and Beloit as swiftly as possible. Or- 
fordvUle Is equally distant from both 
of these cities, and assistance from 
both towns was hurried to the B*rlck- 
en villages. _ 

Tho loss will run up to a million, 
according to David Atwood, who made 
a trip Into the country Immediately 
after the storm passed this city. The 
loss to the tobacco crop alone will be 
more than half a million. 

JIany valuable farmhouses were de- 
stroyed. 

The usual freak features were pres- 
ent The Schmidt family, which was 
almost wlj>ed out, was seated at the 
supper table, near Hanover, nine miles 
from Janesvllle. Tho house was 
picked up and carried across the road 
and landde upon the roof of an- 
other. 

Sprlngfleld, 111. — A tornado swooped 
down upon Virginia, III., dealing de- 
struction right and lefL A score of 
persons were seriously Injured, while 
many had narrow escapes, but none 
was killed. "The moat seriously In- 
jured are Earl Whlttaker, the Uttlo 
son of William Whlttaker; Fad 
French and OUs Mlddloton. 

The Whlttaker boy was caught un- 
der the wreckage of the Whlttaker 
house, which was demolished; 

The storm swept with terrific force 
through the center of the town. Not 
a business building or residence that 
lay In its path escaped damage. A 
hundred dwellings were unroofed or 
sustained other serious damage, while 
the business section Is a mass of 
wreckage. A drenching rain, which 
followed the violent wind, added to 
tho horror of the situation. 

At Easton, sixteen miles east • of 
Havana. Mrs. Salllo Honnegar, aged 
seventy-flve years, whose home col- 
lapsed, died from fright, and an In- 
fant child of James Prater was hilled. 
Seven other persons were more or less 
Injured. Much property In Enston and 
vicinity was damaged, several farm- 
houses and barns being demolished. 

Danville, 111.— A heavy rain and 
wind storm, accompanied by much 
lightning, swept over Vermilion coun- 
ty and developed Into a tornado at 
RosBvIIIe, whero much damage was 
done. At the Elgin. Jollet and East- 
ern railroad roundhouEO several small 
buildings were blown down and the 
coal chutes were blown across the 
tracks. 

nioomington. 111.— A cyclone pro- 
ceded a cold wave swept over McLean 
county, leaving a trail of destroyed 
buildings In Us path. Stanford, .south- 
west of this city, was the principal 
sufferer, an elevator, several barna 
and many other structures being 
blown over. A number of cases of 
Injury to persons are reported. The 
loss to buildings may reach ?100,000. 

Chicago.— Fifteen men are reported 
to have perished and a fishing boat 
out from Chicago Is bGlleved to have 
foundered in the terrific storm which 
struck thia section of the country. 

Several persons were frozen to 
death In Chicago and vicinity and a 
number of accidents, one fatal, report- 
ed as a direct result of the icy blasts.

Cabinet Member Says Italians Shared 

Rations With Foes— Soldlera Are 

Crucified^ 

Washington. — That "tho punish- 
ment fitted the crime," and "blood 
met blood" on TrlpolUan battle- 
fleida was declared In a cablegram to 
the ItaUan embassy by San Glullano, 
Italian minister of war, referring to 
the reported Italian atrocities against 
the Turks and Arabs. Tho cablegram 
from San QluUano was In the form ot 
an offlclal statement under tho cap- 
tion: "Italian Heart; Arabian Cruel- 
ty." . 

"Our soldiers occupied the Intrencb- 
mcnta at Sldl Mesrl," the minister of 
war's cablegram saj^a, "and between 
them and the Arabs situated back of 
the villngo there had been established 
friendly relations. The Italian sol- 
diers usedto give part of their rations 
to tho Arabs and they made presents 
to tho poor families of the Arabians 
— presents welcomed because of their 
poverty. 

"But suddenly, In tho midst of the 
hard fighting, from the small whlto 
Arab houses back of our soldiers 
rushed Infuriated men. Inhuman and 
horrible ihlngs happened. • 

"An Italian surgeon was kUled by 
the father of a girl whom ho bad 
cured and saved. Red Cross attend- 
ants carrying stretchers to aid the 
wounded Turks were treacherously 
slain by the wounded men. Isolated 
soldiers, surprised In the Interior, 
were disemboweled. 

"It was dreadful to be obliged to 
fight In a network of narrow paths 
flanked by high walls of land, having 
certainty that before you, behind and 
surrounding you there could be hidden 
a terrible enemy — men who fought 
without regard to the regulations of 
war. 

"Tho punishment was proportionate 
to the crime. 



LABOR GIVES ITS APPROVAL 



Powerful American Federation Condi- 
ally Joins In Fight Against 
Spread of' Tuberculosis. 

Direct approval of the campaign for 
tho -sale of Hod Cross seals has boon 
'given by the American Federation of- 
;Labor, according to an announcement 
by tho National Association for the 
Study nnd Prevention of Tuberculo- 
sis. At tho last annual convention of 
the American Federation of Labor a 
resolution was adopted calling on aU 
tho members of the Federation to 
further the sale as much as possible. 
Tho resolution reads as follows: 
; "Whereas, Tho American Federa- 
tion of Labor has In every possible 
way aided the movement for the 
study and prevention of tuberculosis 
throughout tho United States and 
jCanadft; and, 

I "Whoras, The American National 
Ilcd Cross has been in the past and Is 
now making an especial effort, 
through tho sale of Hod Cross Christ- 
mas seals", to secure funds to carry 
on tho war against tiiberculosls, and 
by means of the funds raised In this 
manner has been able to do much ef- 
fective work In this direction, there- 
fore, bo It 

"Resolved, That the American Fed- 
eration of Labor give Its endorse- 
ment to tho movement of the Amer- 
ican National Red Cross, and encour- 
age Its members toi further in every 
reasonable way tbesalo of these seals 
In their respective communities."

NANKING A MANCHU SHAMBLE 



Thousands of Chinese Butchered by 
Imperial Soldiers — Massacre Is 
fl Followed by Flames. 

Nanking.— Fire Is completing what 
the Manchu sword left undone. Prom 
Purple Hin 12,000 . Imperial soldiers, 
glutted with the blood of the Inhabit- 
ants, view the flaming city. 

Between 20,000 and 30,000 revolu- 
tionists, moblUzed miles from the city, 
are helpless because they have prac- 
tically no ammunition. 

Tho Manchus. realizing the prcdica- 
Tnent of the rebels, descended upon 
Nanking and began tho execution of 
an order by the Tartar general tor a 
general slaughter. Thousands of men. 
women and children were maa- 
sacred. 

Alarmed at the coming of the entire 
forco of Manchus, the Inhabitants bad 
packed all their belongings and made 
ready to flee. When the gates wore 
opened there was a stampede for the 
openings In tho great waU, but before 
the majority could pass through the 
Manchus wtire upon them, cutting 
them down with absolutely no mercy. 
Those who wore any white, the badge 
of the rebel, whether a handkerchief 
or the white shoes of mourning, were 
killed with the greater brutality. Chi- 
nese found wearing foreign clothes, or' 
without queues met the same fate. 
Hundreds of children and women 
were stabbed, but left alive to die un- 
der foot 

How many were killed cannot even 
be estimated.

Ttioro are 
now three regimental boadquartcrB/ Lbree col- 
onels and three bands at Scbolleld barracks, but 
to Honolulu folk. generally It Is still thought of 
as tUo "cavalry camp," 

One may travel thither by train, und a pleasant 
Journey it Is speeding along close to the sea, 
flashing by fields of sugar-cane, with short halts 
at ttny stations to let ofC or take on diminutive 
Japanese, presently leaving the sea and climbing 
through narrow gulches to the tableland a thou- 
sand tcot above sca- 
levcl. The sun may be 
shining away with full 
glare, but the air Is 
fresh and vital, one 
TecU like taking effort, 
responding , to the vari- 
ous invitations to effort 
that hero are offered. 
Away over to the right 
stretches the long tow 
lino of the Koolan 
Range. To the left lies 
the moss of the Wai- 
anao mountains, the 
plains at their base, in 
front of the Gap, dotted 
with the various build- 
ings of Schofleld bar- 
racks.

It ts a very beautiful

When I visited the place, for me tho Intev- 
cBt began at tho very entrance gate. Tho 
gate differed little from tho ordinary barn- 
yard affair, but on the high framework there 
■was printed In three languages an order to 
tboiio entering there, a sign expressed In Eng- 
lish. Hawaiian and Japanese, Kngllsh and 
Americans that ran might read "Keep This 
Gate Shut." Tho Hawaiian direction was, 
*'Poni ..Ka Puka." Tho Japanese chicken- 
scratching, I forbear to give. 

SchoHcld barracks being close to the pine- ^ 
apple country and the workers in the fields 
Japanese, there was necessity for using the 
Japanese language. Tho little pineapple vil- 
lage of Wahlawa lies only a short distance 
beyond tho Lellchua gates, but Is such ^ now 
and small center that, the soldier Ilnda here 
nothing of consequence In the way of amuso- 
inent, longs for the moving pictures, band con- 
certs, sea bathing, peopled streets, and "cor- 
ner" social offerings of Honolulu. And various 
causes are pointing towards tho permanent 
settlement of tho soldiers, the centralization 
of troops In Honolulu. 

As It Is now Honolulu seems fairly well 
soldiered; Oft at the west end Port Shnf tor, 
set upon a hill, keeps, guard over the town be- 
low, and not only promises present and fu- 
ture protection, but also gives a valuable ob- 
ject lesson In soldierly trimness and finish— a 
needed object lesson to tho slovenliness that 
marks various portions ot what should bo ono 
ot tho fairest cities In the world. At quite 
tho opposite end from Fort Shatter, oft there 
about tho famous headland, old Diamond Head, 
Fort nuger Is situated, companies of coast ar- 
tillery hero — at Shatter, Infantry. Botwoon 
Forts Rugor and Shatter lies Fort do Rus- 
coy, eventually to bo an artillery post. 

It iti generally understood in tho army that 
the men do not like service In Hawaii. They 
complain of lack of variety, that life here has 
too much samenosB, and they complain be- 
cause service In Hawaii does not mean In- 
creased pay or time allowance, but ot those 
granted elsewhere In the tropics. Yet many 
of tho men give other testimony, approve ot 
the equable climate, the cool strade-wlnds, dis- 
cover no little vnrloty In the multitudinous 
races with their multitudinous customs and 
costumes; the Inland hoy llndlng in this port 
in tho pacific n babel ot voices, a piarvelous 
motley people— rHawallan, Jflpaneso, Chinese, 
Portuguese, Korean, Porto RiCan. Filipino, 
East Indian, Scandinavian, German, French, 
Anglo-Saxoii and others. H6 hobnobs with 
all ot them, picks up a Jargon that ho Is. never 
to lose— hut which It would take a Kipling to 
put Into cold print. 

Tho ofllcor who obligingly answered my 
questions and also volunteered Information ro- 
• gardlng tho Invasion of "The Islands" by Un- 
cle Sam's men, told mo that while tho sol- 
diers were supposed to ho Indlfteront to soW- 
ioe In Hawaii, still there wore very tew de- 
BcrUona. And then wo both laughed— for 
where would tho disgruntled desert to? They 
could scarcely swim tho 2.000 mllos to San 
" Pronclsco. and departing vessels are watched 
by sharp and experienced eyes. If they hod 
to tho mountains or the cano-llolds, some day 
they would have to leavothls secluslcm, and 
to Bocuro safe seclusion In a small, sea-girt 
lalo la vpry dlffloult. Ono thing and another 
keep tho soldier to his task, and It Is probable 
that the days do not drag bo very heavily, that

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trips involving army practice and discipline. The 
Walanao range, with Its numerous deep gulches, 
forested ridges and cloud-capped peaks, offers a 
good field to climber and explorer, and since the 
coming of tho men in IcIiaUI the mountains have 
beeu opened up, as It were. Surveys have been 
mndo, trails cut, pasEcs asEjailcd, every here and 
there on the island one comea upon little en- 
campments of soldiers out on their quest of 
learning tho lay of tho land, studying and making 
conditions. The alert and ouinlpresent Jnps, it 
Is said, know the island better tlian any folk hero 
save a few of the old natives; the Jap sampan 
.^ men are thoroughly acquainted with the coast,

Hawaii, 

Ono constantly comes across tho man in 
lUiakl — at the boach, in tho park, on tho cars, 
on the fltrcets, In the curio shops. In the little 
show houses. And bo It said to the credit of 
the soldiers that as a whole they seem a very 
orderly, self-respecting lot, mind their own af- 
fairs, treat you with respect, merit respect 
from you. I would not go so tar as to say 
that they are Invariably sober and upright, 
but then neither are ununlformed men. The 
"mlllngtary" Insteftd of adding a hoodlum, un- 
desirable element to Honolulu's "ethnological 
laboratory," may bo said to have brought qulot 
rather than disturbance; and that hero "mll- 
lngtary" dlficlpllno and smartness glvo tone. 
Well cared-for, well groomed horses are per- 
haps an aid t6, the humane society. Well 
cared-for, well groomed humans set a certain 
pace aro not to bo discounted In tho general 
trend from the primitive to tho civilized. And 
looked at from the narrower interpretation of 
society, folk of wide travel, of social experi- 
ence and graces, are an addition to an isolated 
community. 

A uniform generally attracts attention, but 
a uniform on horseback special attention. The 
average person Is fond of a dashing IJguro on 
horseback, a good horse and a good rider, and 
tlio day I visited the cavalry camp at Lollehua 
I found much pleasure In watching hundreds 
of good riders and mounts. Though at first 
approach to the barracks tho army mule was 
much riiioro In evidence than the array horse. 
There were mules In tho corral, mulea In tho 
long low sheds, mules driven to great wagons, 
mulea led and ono or tWo ofllcers' carriages 
were drawn along by mules. Such a big part 
of things, It seemed incumbent to take a pic- 
ture of n worthy representative, and I asked 
a man In authority If 1 might, then If ho would 
have brought forward a fine specimen, was 
assured that the one brought forward was 
considered by Its groom — or whatever the at- 
tendant In called In tho army language — "the 
best mule In tho United States army." 

On leaving the corral we passed tho sol- 
dier's quarters, afterward drove on to Ofllcers' 
Row, marveling at tho wonderful cleanliness 
and trimness everywhero, all as clean and ' 
fresh as th^ air that blow down from tho 
■ mountains over the wide open stretches. Tho 
dwellings were but temporary altalrs, but al- 
ready had ifn established look, suggesting they 
were occupied by people that kept to the habit 
of making themselves at home as soon as 
landed. Having a note ot Introduction to tho 
colonel, wo asked direction to bis quarters, 
found his house nt the head of the row and 
nn orderly on the veranda. Also a cat, which 
gave a peaceful, domestic look to the abode of 
the man of war. Shortly tho colonel appeared, 
bade us welcome, and Informed us that the next 
day was monthly muster, to which wo should 
consider ourselves Invited, and advised us to 
bo present in tho field at nine o'clock sharp. 
Wo spoko of a camera, asked permission to 
uao this weapon on tho range, wore assured 
ofllcora and men, horses and mules would be 
"dco-lighted." 

On this muster day at Scholleld Barracks 
tho Firth cavalry was complete, tho entire 
regiment now stationed together for the first 
time since tho Civil war. The Fifth made a 
fine showing as men and horses passed In re- 
view before the colonel, and we congratulated 
ourselves that wo had front seats tor the play. 
It was very ploturoBque — tho wide plains 
bounded on either side by mountains, the 
cavalrymen capering hither and yon, their 
'sabers and rlllos gleaming," and, for contrast, 
joyous skylarks singing overhead. Tho ladles 



of the post and wo visitors wore allowed close 
to tho reviewing stand, had an excellent view 
of the horsemen as they went by first at a 
walk, next at a trot, then at a gallop. The 
mounted band, the color bearers, the olficers, 
the soldier boys, the plcturo as a whole was 
well worth seeing. There was a stirring' sug- 
gestion ot tho pomp .and circumstance of war, 
and we liked it — as a play, were^filad it was 
only tho pomp and circumstance bt practice. 
The music was Inspiring, the dipping of tho 
colors nnd tho officers uncovering thereto, 
aroused emotion In us tlmt out hero so far 
from "tho states" Undo Sam was looking 
after his citizens, promising them protection. 
But wo hoped that the soldiers would never 
have to face grim reality at Lellohua, that 
those skylarks there would never bo disturbed 
by the crack of rifle's used on men as targets. 
It was a hot morning, but "muster" went on 
to tho last detail. After tho review horses 
and mon were Inspected In companies, or 
whatever they call tho groups, were examined 
critically fore and oft, stood and sat llko 
statues whllo they went through the ordeal. 
It was a fine opportunity to get pictures, and 
we were grateful Indeed when the colonel sent 
over his orderly to toll us wo might go along 
tho line and snap what wo like* during in- 
spection. There were a number of groups that 
presented themselves as having good picture 
qualities, and we were especially pleased when 
tho son ot famous Phil Sheridan stood forth 
In range ot the camera, the lioutenant and bis 
horso both such desirable models. 

"Mr. Sheridan"— as tho "Service" people 
eny — is among tho best of tho polo players 
that the Fifth cavalry send out against the 
Island men. At Schofield Barracks they have 
•a splendid polo flold, ono of tho finest in the 
world, of regulation length. Polo is encour- 
aged In tho array, tor the sake ot tho horse- 
manship and the Btrongthenlng of qualities 
specially desirable In tho 'soldier. The polo 
matches, sometimes played out at Lellchua, 
but oftener In the field at Moanalua, Just a 
few miles from Honolulu, are largely attended, 
arouse much enthusiasm. The Island players, 
riders from Infancy, as a rule prove too much 
for the cavalrymen, though tho latter have 
done excellent work tho present season and 
shown excellent ponies. 

At the polo matches the army Is out In full 
force. There, are autos. and carriages ftllcd 
with ladles from tho various posts, olficers 
walking aboui. visiting nuto and carriage. En- 
thusiasm runs blfjli; tho army people are one 
In their partIsaflf'hlp;'tho Island-pebple divid- 
ed, as their interests lie; If nny of their kin 
aro among thoao hard-working follows on 
horseback It would be .against nature ^for them 
not to be"agln" the army; but If they are tree 
from personal bent, then a brilllnnt play by 
an ofllcor will get Ua just applause. All races 
go to the games, the Oriental now taking a 
keen interest In sports; one sees his impas- 
sive face lighted up by alert attention, his 
oastom calm giving place to expressive ap- 
proval. At the baseball games there Is a no^ 
more Interested spectator than the smooth- 
shaven, smooth faced Chinese man ot affairs — 
unless It bo tho smooth-complexloned, mus- 
tacbed Japanese ot a llko class. 

The tennis courts ore popular at Schofield 
Barracks, stand at the end. of the street nom- 
inated Ofllcers' IWV, and before the little club 
house. The barracks ' form n llttio world of 
their own, a pleasant seeming llttio world ot 
polo and tennis qnd teas and balls and riding 
parties, and mountain trips'. Trails have been 
cut here and there In the mountains, peaks not 
BO very long Inaccesslblo are now more or less 
easily conquered. Thoro are mountain excur- 
sions where tho Ib dies are lnc;ude(l as well as 



tho men in khaki know a thing 
or two themselves, and are quiet- 
ly, steadily adding to their knowl- 
edge. A company of engineers 
is stationed here and Is now at 
work making a military map of 
the Island of Onhn. 

StroHlng along Officers' Uow at 
Schofield Barracks, we stopped at 
one of the white-washed "bunga- 
loos"— as a sojer boy called it — 
for a call on an omccr's wlfo 
and a chat about army lite from 
tho woman's point of view. Our 
hostess surely spoke from the 
standpoint of one that knew; 
three generations of her family 
'having served In the army or 
navy— her mother In a period ot 
twenty-tlve years lived In thirty- 
one dlfTerent stations. This being 
picked up and moved from place 
lo place, little moves of three or 
four thousand miles or so-has Its advanta- 
geous side, tends to the Increase of adaptabil- 
ity and breadth; and it is very admirable the 
philosophic way tho ladles of the army accept 
the temporary shelters provided for them, take 
the little shacks and maike them so attractive 
nnd homey. About the verandas along the 
Row vines were climbing and blossoming; In 
the tiny lawns exotic looking young trees were 
growing and various ornamental shrubs, tubs 
of ferns bordered tho paths. In tho little gar- 
dens tall cosmos was blooming, very effective 
against the while-washed walls. And the In- 
teriors were charming, suggested travel and 
love of books. 

The places were so attractive that Incon- 
veniences were not thought of by us till 
brought to light by our hostess, who laughingly 
told of once being kept two hours In the bath- 
room when an early caller had possession ot 
tho alMoo-publlc sitting room. And laughingly 
told of conditions as they were a year back, 
when tho present "bungaloos" wore but sheds 
with lent wings. And the back of the house, 
if we cared to Investigate, was stlfi Just a tent; 
and sure enough we found the Jap servants out 
there Ironing under canvas and getting ready 
tho duncheon with such conveniences ns could 
be set up in a canvas shelter. But all ap- 
peared Buug and Bufilclent and homey. 

As we sat on the little veranda and supped 
cooling drinks— very refreshing after the hot, 
unshaded Hold— we had a talk with the host, 
come In weary and warm from the morning's 
work. The captain spoke highly ot the men 
In tho regiment, and regretfully of the way 
people generally regard tho soldier; declared 
It was unjust, unmerited, declared their men 
were u good set. The captain spoko ot the 
dearth of decent amusements and decent so- 
ciety for tho Boldlers, said many or thnm 
craved better things than wereav ' 'o, the 
majority of them were by no mannri ''oans 
roystorcrs and wasters; he decried the black 
eye given them generally. 

Only a very lew ol tho enlisted men had 
their families with them at Schofield Barracks; 
at the time of our visit there was a small 
number of khaki shelters serving as homes tor 
soldier's wife and children; the tents pitched 
near the bottom of the gulch sonie distance 
beyond the polo field. Down In this gulch a 
number of Hawallans dwelt, cultivating taro. 
raising payas and bananas, but with large 
leisure for visits and music and lying at ease 
under the leafy, low-drooplng branches that al- 
most hid their little dwellings. Wo caught a 
glimpse of a Hawaiian . girl In a : wine-red 
hololsu (native dross) with two or three khakl- 
clad figures near by. Soldier boys studying 
native life perhaps. 

In the lato afternoon wo drove to tho Gap in 
the Wnlanne mountains and halted' there In the 
glory of the sunset, looked down on the plain 
with tho barracks standing* out ec clearly In 
their Uolatlon, on tho broad ranch land be- 
yond; farther, away the sugar-cune and pine- 
apple fields, then upon the Koolan range, at 
this hour flushed and gilded Into wonderful 
beauty. The place was marvelously quiet; it 
- did not seem possible tbat a cavalry camp was 
dwcfiing there on Lollehua ranch. Uellebua 
seemed little disturbed by tho presence of the 
men In khaki; doubtless even the ghosts that 
hovered about the old helan (ancient tom,iIe) 
at the loot of Mount Kala, found themselvea 
molcatcu to no, great extent. Probably at 
nightfall they stlU set out to wander through 
the gulches and over the ranch on those un- 
w^elcomo visits to their kindred. As wo drove 
homo In the quick-falling darkness wo wan- 
dered It ever the ghosts met with challenge 
from the scattered sentries keeping guard at 
Schofield Barracka

Among people of average mualcal 
ability there la less singing than thor« 
usetl to be. Nearly everybody, enjoyf 
flinging, and there wna a time when 
nearly everybody waa expected, on oo- 
caalon. to alag But from different 
causes — a more exacting standard, the, 
rivalry of the phonograph, and other 
reasons — amateur alngora are fewer 
than they were. It Is a matter for re- 
gret from one point of view, and from 
another for rejoicing.

It is Intended that the business of 
founding and^ldlng libraries and edu- 
cational institutions which has been 
carried on by Mr. Carnegie as an In- 
dividual for many years will be turned

The Incorporators met at Mr. Car- 
neglo's residence, adopted a constitu- 
tion and by-laws and elected the fol- 
lowing ofllcera: 

President, Andrew Carnegie; vice- 
president, Ellhu Root; treasurer, Rob- 
ert A, Franks; secretary, Jomea Bert- 
ram. 

It was only after all the business of 
the meeting hnd been transacted that 
Mr. Carnegie, announced he - would 
transfer to the corporation J25,000,000 
in first mortgage bonds of the United 
States Steel corporation.

Suicides often adopf InseDlous 
mothoda. but the art of the felo de st 
soems not to have advanced material- 
ly during the centuries. The inudorD 
case of a heavily Insured broker who 
on a Feigned hunting trip stood bare- 
legged In a quagmlro for nours and 
wilfully contractod a fatal pneumonia 
l8 matched In clevornesa by one 60.0 
years old. 

The fipiJowtng Tads are well vouched 
for, and Indeed were never ques 
tloned, says the Green Dag Sir Wll* 
Ham Hankford. a Judge of the king's 
bench In the reigns of Edward Hi. 
Henry IV. Henry V and Henry VI. 
and at the tlmo of his death chief 
Justice of England, was a man of 
melancholy tcmperamfa'st. 

He scorns to bavo contemplated 
suicide the greater part of bis lon^ 
life and during bis later years the 
'dea became a lUed purpose. The 
act was of peculiarly serious canse- 
gucncea in those days for the reason 
that the law treated It as a capital 
crime. The offender was burled at 
the cross roads, with a stake driven 
through hts body, and all his goods 
and properly were forfclled to the 
crown, to the utter ruin of his fttmlly. 

Hankford made good use of hia 
wits and succeeded In accomplishing 
his purpose without Incurring either 
unpleasant penalty. He gave open 
Instructions tc bis gamekeeper, who 
had been troubled wttb poachers In 
the deer preserve, to challenge all 
trcspausers In the future and to shoot 
to kill ir they would not stand and 
give an account. 

One dark night he purposely 
crossed the keeper's path, and upon 
challenge made motions of resistance 
and escape. The faithful servant, 
falling to recognize bis master, fol- 
lowed Instruction to the letter, as 
was expected of him. and Sir William 
fell dead In his tracks The whole 
Inith of the affair was common 
knowjedpo. but It was ImposBlblc to 
establish a case of suicide by legal 
proof. The servant was protected by 
hla Instructions. Hankford had hon 
orabto burial and his estate passed 
to those whose Interests as heirs bi 
bad Ro wl&oir considered
